Final  Decision  of  Liaison  Conforcnco  on  Novenber  11,  1941. 


I  Against  Gernany  and  Italy. 

»  The  intention  of  tho  Inperial  (T.N.  Japan  Government) 
to  wage  war  shall  be  disclosed  to  Germany  and  Italy,  and 
forncl  negotiations  regarding  agreements  shall  bo  node  after 
the  result  of  the  diplomatic  norotiations  with  tho  U.S.A.; 
until  then,  necessary  preparations  shall  be  nado  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

If  it  becomes  necessary  to  indicate  roughly  the  date 
for  the  opening  of  hostilities,  it  shall  be  indicated  in  a 
vague  torn  as  after  Decor. bor  let. 

II  Against  Groat  Britain. 

No  special  diplomatic  measures  will  bo  taken  ns  it  is 
necessary  to  conceal  tho  project. 

III  Against  Dutch  (East)  Indies. 

A  series  of  diplomatic  negotiations  shall  be  opened 
successively  with  Dutch  (East)  Indies  from  tho  middle  of 
November  concerning  the  supply  of  nocossary  materials  to 
Japan,  tho  restoration  of  commercial  relations  between  tho 
two  countries,  together  with  a  demand  for  guaranteed  measures 
in  connection  with  the  above  for  the  purpose  of  concealing 
and  disguising  our  scheme. 

IV  Against  the  U.S.S.R. 

Diplomatic  negotiations  with  the  Soviet  shall  be  con¬ 
tinued  according  to  Article  I  of  tho  general  diplomatic 
principles  towards  the  Soviet  decided  at  the  liaison  confer¬ 
ence  on  August  4,  1941,  botwQcn  the  Cabinet  and  the  Imperial 
Headquarters. 


V  Against  Thailand  (T.N.  Siam) 

1.  Just  before  the  beginning  of  the  advancement  of 
tho  armed  forcos  into  Thailand,  the  following  items  shall  be 
demanded  and  agreement  obtained  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Tho  military  force  shall  advance  r.s  scheduled, 
even  In  the  case  of  the  Japanese  donand  not  being  riot  by 
Thailand. 

(a)  Supplying  of  facilities  for  the  passage  of 
Japoneso  Art y  and  various  iters  in  connection 
with  it. 

(b)  Innod into  enforcement  of  noasuros  to  avoid 
a  collision  between  tho  troops  of  Japan 
and  Thailand  in  connection  with  tho  passage 
of  Inperial  Amy. 

(c)  If  Thailand  desires,  a  conclusion  of  a  Joint 
Defence  Agreement. 

(Koto:  During  the  ?cr?od  previous  to  the 
opening  of  the  said  negotiations  v/ith 
Thailand,  no  special  change  ir.  the  attitude 
towards  Thailand  will  be  node,  and.  especially, 
infallible  measures  must  be  taken  in  order 
tc  conceal  the  nlan  for  tho  opening  of 
hostilities.) 

2.  After  tho  advancement  of  the  military  forces  into 
Thailand,  concrete  settlement  on  following  items  shall  bo 
concluded  on  the  actual  place,  as  soon  as  possible. 

(a)  Matters  concerning  the  passage  and  stationing 
of  tho  Imperial  Amy. 

(b)  Provision  for  military  establishments  and 
their  construction  and  reinforcement . 

(e)  Supply  of  nil  necessary  transportation  and 
communication  facilities  and  establishment 
of  factories. 

(d)  Matters  concerning  quarters,  supply  of  food, 
and  recreation  for  the  passage  ar.d  stationing 
troops. 

(o)  Tho  contraction  cf  a  loan  for  necessary  mili¬ 
tary  expenses. 

(Note:  In  tho  negotiation  concerning  Items 
(1)  and  (2),  a  promise  to  respect  the 
sovereignty  an.1  territorial  rights  of 
Thailand  will  bo  river,  and  a  faint  suggestion 
shall  be  made  as  to  the  "possibility  of  a 
cession  of  a  part  of  Burma  or  Malaya  in 
future,  according  to  tho  attitude  of 
Thailand,"  and  thus  turn  the  negotiations 
to  advantage.) 
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VI  Against  Chinn. 

1.  The  denning  up  of  all  American  r.nd  British  military 
power  in  China. 

2.  Hostile  foreign  sottlcmonts  (includin''  the  legation 
area  in  Peking)  and  hostile  important  interests  (mritino 
customs,  mines,  etc.)  in  Chinn  arc  to  bo  brought  under  our 
control . 

(Note:  The  International  Settlement  and  the 
Legation  area  in  Peking  shall  be  cleared  of 
hostile  forces  ~nd  brought  under  our  control, 
but  no  form  cf  confiscation  will  be  taken 
because  of  the  involvor.ont  of  the  interests 
of  friendly  nations). 

3.  In  order  to  avoid  exposure  of  our  intentions,  the 
enforcement  of  above  items  shall  bo  done  after  the  opening 
of  hostilities  against  the  U.S.A.  and  Groat  Britain. 

4.  The  exercise  of  the  rights  to  wage  war  against 
Chunking  shall  be  withhold  from  taking  the  form  of  a  formal 
declaration  but  the  opening  of  hostilities  against  U.S.A.  and 
Groat  Britain  shall  be  taken  as  having  virtually  the  same 
effect. 


5.  Of  all  hostile  interests  in  China,  those  related  to 
national  government  shall  be  placed  under  our  control  for  the 
time  being,  and  their  adjustments  will  be  specially  provided. 
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
